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HE  present  and  third  volume  of  the  calendar  to  the  Hertford - 


shire  Sessions  Eolls  covers  the  years  1851-1894,  The 
volume  also  contains  an  addenda,  dealing  with  a  few  documents 
from  1630  onwards,  which  are  of  interest,  and  which  had  heen 
omitted  under  their  respective  dates  in  one  or  other  of  the  two 
volumes  of  the  calendar  previously  issued. 

The  completion  of  this  calendar  is  a  fact  as  to  which  the 
Hertfordshire  County  Council  may  well  feel  considerable  satisfac- 
tion, for  it  shows  an  appreciation  on  their  part  of  the  value  of  the 
records  belonging  to  them,  both  from  the  historic  point  of  view  and 
the  legal ;  more  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  not  only 
have  the  Sessions  Rolls  been  calendared,  but  they  have  been 
carefully  repaired  and  bound  so  that  their  preservation  for  the 
future  is  assured.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in  regard  to  this  work  on 
the  records  of  Quarter  Sessions,  the  County  Council  have  followed 
in  the  footsteps  of  their  predecessors,  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions.  So  far  back  as  1835,  when  very  scanty  heed  was  paid  to 
the  preservation  even  of  the  Kingdom's  State  records,  the  Hert- 
fordshire magistrates  decided  that  the  documents  in  their  custody 
should  be  placed  in  specially  prepared  boxes  and  chests  (vide  CaL, 
Vol.  n.,  pp.  356-357),  and  in  the  volume  to  which  these  remarks 
form  a  preface  it  will  be  seen  that  in  1874,  and  again  in  1881,  the 
proper  safeguarding  of  the  records  of  the  county  occupied  the 
magistrates'  attention  (pp.  134  and  201).  The  new  record  reposi- 
tory which  the  County  Council  have  had  constructed  at  Hertford, 
and  in  which  will  be  housed  the  records  of  the  county,  is  a  further 
indication  of  the  public  spirit  and  care  which  the  Council  have 
displayed  as  to  the  custody  of  the  county  muniments. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  late  date  to  which  the  bulk  of  the 
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present  volume  relates,  that  there  can  be  little  of  historic  interest 
to  whicli  it  is  needful  to  direct  the  reader's  attention.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  quite  possible  that  it  may  be  of  more  practical 
value  to  those  now  concerned  in  the  administration  of  county 
business  even  than  its  predecessors.  One  fact  alone  will  help  to 
make  it  so  ;  there  is  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  instances  in 
which  maps  and  plans  accompany  the  papers  relating  to  the 
diversions  of  roads  and  footways.  The  bulk  of  the  entries  relate  to 
such  diversions,  and  also  to  the  re-erection  or  repair  of  bridges. 
Such  entries  obviously  do  not  call  for  detailed  remark  in  a  preface, 
though  it  may  be  permitted  to  call  attention  to  the  documents  in 
the  year  1878,  which  relate  to  the  closing  of  the  right  of  way  from 
High  Street,  St.  Albans,  "  through  the  abbey  church,"  into 
Sumpter  Yard ;  for  these  documents  record  the  existence  of  a 
state  of  affairs  which  may  well  seem  strange  to  those  who  do  not 
remember  the  cathedral  before  its  restoration  (p.  168). 

There  is,  of  course,  a  large  amount  concerning  the  adoption  by 
the  county  of  roads  which  had  before  been  maintained  by  the 
various  turnpike  trusts.  Tramway  schemes  affecting  the  county 
were  considered  by  the  County  Surveyor  in  1879  (the  North 
London  and  Suburban  Tramways),  as  was  the  Highways  and 
Locomotive  Amendment  Act  of  the  previous  year  (p.  183).  The 
Highways  Committee  in  1889  decided  to  oppose  the  Chesham, 
Boxmoor  and  Hemel  Hempstead  Steam  Tramways  Bill ;  the 
projected  line  would  pass  over  Bulbourne  Bridge,  which  had  a 
roadway  of  barely  17  feet,  over  the  canal  bridge,  which  had  a 
roadway  of  similar  width,  under  the  Midland  Kailway  Bridge,  near 
the  Heath  Park  Hotel,  which  was  "  dangerously  narrow/'  and 
over  Moor  End  Bridge,  which  had  a  roadway  of  only  15  feet. 
The  promoters  also  sought  powers  to  increase  the  gauge  over  the 
entire  length  of  the  line,  and  to  lay  a  double  track  of  rails  in  parts 
of  Hemel  Hempstead,  leaving  on  either  side  a  less  width  than 
9  ft.  6  in.  between  the  footpath  and  the  rails.  In  regard  to  this 
scheme,  the  Committee  of  the  Court,  specially  appointed  to  con- 
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sider  it,  recommended  that  all  necessary  steps  should  be  taken  for 
the  protection  of  county  interests  till  the  time  when  the  control 
of  the  roads  should  be  assumed  by  the  County  Council. 

A  good  deal  of  information  as  to  the  state  of  the  county 
prison  and  its  inmates  will  be  found  in  the  frequent  reports  of  a 
gentleman  who  occupied  the  post  of  gaol  chaplain  for  a  long 
period.  These  reports  occasionally  contained  some  sound  sug- 
gestion as  to  prison  reform.  In  1853  the  chaplain  testified  to 
the  fact  that  the  prison  evening  school  had  been  well  attended,  and 
that  many  beneficial  results^'  had  followed  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion pursued  (p.  9).  In  1855  we  find  him  eloquent  in  his  con- 
demnation of  the  ticket-of-leave  system  (p.  22),  and  in  1869  urging 
the  adoption  of  some  method  "  of  useful  and  productive  industry 
"  for  prisoners,  in  lieu  of  the  expenditure  of  fruitless  toil  and 
"exhaustion  upon  the  treadmill"  (p.  103).  In  1874  the  visiting 
justices  submitted  to  the  Home  Secretary  a  scheme  for  the  intro- 
duction of  industrial  labour  for  prisoners,  which  at  once  received 
the  official  sanction  (p.  135).  Regulations  as  to  hard  labour  were 
issued  in  1863  (p.  57),  and  revised  the  following  year  (pp.  65-66). 

The  state  of  the  'Mock-ups^'  in  different  parts  of  the  county 
seems  to  have  been  unsatisfactory  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
the  period  covered  by  the  present  calendar  ;  the  lock-up  at  Hemel 
Hempstead  being  in  1858  in  a  particularly  disgraceful  condition 
(p.  84).  So  late  as  1870  several  of  the  county  police  stations  were 
"defective  in  construction  and  arrangement,*'  and  the  Home 
Secretary  expressed  the  hope  that  the  magistrates  would  take  speedy 
measures  for  remedying  these  defects  (p.  259).  This  has  since  been 
done,  and  there  is  now  a  modern  police  station  in  all  the  principal 
towns  in  the  county. 

A  great  deal  relating  to  police  matters  generally  will  be  found 
in  the  regular  reports  of  the  Police  Committee,  to  which  reference 
is  made  in  the  present  calendar.  In  1857  the  borough  of  St. 
Albans  had  prepared  a  plan  to  consolidate  its  police  with  that  of 
the  county,  and  the  County  Committee  recommended  that  the 
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suggestion  be  entertained,  and  that  it  be  authorised  to  negotiate  as 
to  terms  (p.  30).  In  18G5  co-operation  between  the  county  police 
and  those  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  was  advocated.  In  1870 
the  inhabitants  of  Ridge  and  Shenley  petitioned  that  their  parishes 
might  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  county  police  instead  of 
the  metropolitan  (pp.  259-260),  but  the  Home  Secretary,  early  in 
the  following  year,  declined  to  sanction  such  an  alteration  (p.  112) 

A  few  documents  of  interest  will  be  found  in  the  present 
volume,  relating  to  the  militia.  In  1860  the  then  Earl  of  Salisbury 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  barrack  accommodation  provided 
by  the  county  for  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  militia  was 
quite  inadequate.  It  had  been  provided  in  1852  for  a  strength  of 
16,  but,  owing  to  successive  increases  by  the  Government,  had  then 
risen  to  23  (p.  43) .  What  was  done  as  to  this  does  not  appear, 
but  in  1870  the  Earl  of  Verulam,  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  drew 
attention  to  the  lack  of  adequate  accommodation  for  the  arms, 
clothing  and  stores  of  the  militia  at  Hatfield  (p.  108),  which  the 
following  year  drew  forth  a  report  to  the  magistrates  as  to  repairs 
and  alterations  needed  (p.  111). 

The  rapid  increase  in  lunacy  during  recent  years  is  revealed 
in  a  striking  manner  by  several  entries  in  the  present  volume  of 
the  calendar.  Up  to  1853  pauper  lunatics  from  Hertfordshire  were 
accommodated  in  the  Bedford  County  Asylum,  together  with  those 
of  that  county  and  of  Huntingdonshire.  The  accommodation  was 
insufficient,  and  it  was  agreed  to  erect  a  new  asylum  for  these 
counties,  Cambridge  declining  to  join  the  union.  A  spot  near 
''the  Arlesey  brick -yard  siding"  on  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
was  selected,  and  on  this  the  now  existing  Three  Counties  Asylum 
was  commenced  in  1856  from  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Jones, 
a  York  architect,  assisted  by  the  medical  superintendent  of  the 
North  and  East  Ridings  Asylum. 

The  date  of  completion  does  not  appear  in  the  calendar,  but 
by  1865  the  accommodation  was  reported  as  "  insufficient (p.  82), 
and  more  money  was  spent  on  enlargement.    In  1871  this  enlarge- 
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ment  had  been  completed,  and  the  state  of  the  asylum  was  returned 
as  "  satisfactory (p.  Ill),  but  five  years  later  the  "crowded" 
condition  of  the  asylum  is  referred  to,  and  a  further  enlargement 
recommended  (p.  160).  This  enlargement  had  been  completed  in 
1880  at  a  cost  of  more  than  ^75,000  (p.  193).  It  is  not  surprising 
to  find,  in  the  following  year,  a  draft  resolution  prepared  at  Sessions 
to  the  effect  that  the  provision  of  pauper  lunatic  asylums  should  be 
undertaken  by  the  State  (p.  204). 

Mention  of  several  points  of  interest  in  regard  to  the  history  of 
the  county  since  1851  will  of  course  be  found  in  the  pages  of  the 
present  calendar,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  relations  between  the 
county  and  the  liberty ;  references  to  the  formation  of  School 
Boards ;  reports  on  crime ;  the  appearance  and  disappearance  of 
the  cattle  plague  and  the  measures  taken  to  avert  its  spread 
within  the  limits  of  the  county ;  reports  by  the  county  analyst ; 
and  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  payment  by  salary,  instead  of  by 
fees,  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  of  the  justices'  clerks  ;  but  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  occupy  space  in  this  preface  by  mentioning 
these  points  in  detail. 

We  must,  however,  before  concluding,  consider  quite  briefly 
the  documents,  dating  between  the  years  1630  and  1836,  which 
form  the  Addenda  to  this  volume.  Between  the  first-named  year 
and  1719,  numerous  presentments  occur  of  persons  attempting  to 
follow  trades  to  which  they  had  not  been  duly  apprenticed,  and  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  first  of  these  presentments  is  that  of 
Robert  Dimsdale,  of  Hoddesdon,  a  barber,  who,  without  apprentice- 
ship, followed     the  art  or  mystery  of  a  grocer  "  (p.  252). 

During  the  time  of  the  Commonwealth  occurs  an  entry  relating 
to  the  erection  of  a  cottage,  at  Bennington,  without  assigning  to  it 
the  requisite  number  of  acres  ;  and  there  is  also  a  curious  petition 
from  the  overseer  of  the  poor  for  Waltham  Cross  for  the  repay- 
ment of  money  disbursed  by  him ;  in  this  it  is  stated  that  the 
money  assessed  (i;4.  18s.  Od.)  could  not  be  charged  on  the  late 
King's  estate  of  Theobalds  Park,  but  that  the  charge  must  be  upon 
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"the  owners  of  it"  (presumably  those  to  whom  the  Parliament 
had  sold  it)  "  in  respect  of  their  estates  there  (p.  255).  During 
this  period  too,  is  a  presentment  for  Sunday  trading. 

After  the  Restoration  we  find  presentments  for  not  attending 
church,  and  also  for  interrupting  the  service;  but  the  most 
interesting  entries  in  the  Addenda  are  those  which  relate  to 
the  Plague.  In  1666  a  rate  was  raised  throughout  the  county  for 
the  relief  of  Bishop's  Stortford,  Hoddesdon  and  Cheshunt,  which 
were  much  "impoverished"  by  reason  "of  the  infection  of  the 
"plague  by  which  they  have  been  and  are  now  sorely  visited" 
(p.  257).  Reference  occurs  to  this  visitation  in  the  first  volume  of 
the  Calendar.  Later  on,  in  1671,  we  find  that  there  was  a  surplus 
in  the  money  collected,  and  that  this  was  bestowed  "  towards  the 
"building  of  a  county  bridge  at  Sawbridgeworth  "  (p.  258;.

398.  Information  of  Henry  Norton  concerning  David  Head, 
charged  with  obstructing  the  Eastern  Counties  Railway  by 
placing  stones  upon  the  lines,  thereby  endangering  the 
safety  of  the  passengers.    22nd  October. 

500.  Indictment  of  Thomas  Sudell  for  placing  a  stake  of  wood 
across  the  rails  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  thereby 
obstructing  the  line  and  endangering  the  safety  of  the  pas- 
sengers.

720.  Certificate  by  William  George  Goulburn,  vestry  clerk  of  the 
parish  of  North  Mimms,  that  a  notice  was  fixed  by  the  side 
of  each  end  of  the  highway  from  whence  the  same  is  pro- 
posed to  be  stopped  up,  diverted  and  turned,  and  that  the 
same  notice  was  inserted  in  the  Hertford  Mercury  for  four 
weeks  (see  1170  to  1173).    13th  September. 

732.  Certificate  by  William  Parker  and  William  Henry  Sutton, 
two  justices  of  the  peace,  that  they  have  viewed  part  of  a 
public  carriageway,  called  Kentish  Lane,  proposed  to  be 
entirely  stopped  up,  and  leading  from  Essendon  into  the 
public  carriageway  from  London  to  Hatfield  called  the  Great 
North  Road,  lying  in  the  parish  of  North  Mimms,  and  com- 
mencing at  a  certain  point  in  Kentish  Lane  at  a  distance 
of  283  yards  from  its  entrance  into  the  Great  North  Road, 
where  it  terminates. 

Also  that  they  viewed  the  course  in  which  the  same 
highway  is  proposed  to  be  diverted  and  turned  in  a  south- 
ward direction,  through  and  over  a  close  belonging  to  Robert 
William  Gaussen,  into  the  Great  North  Road,  being  in  length 
154  yards.  They  further  certify  that  the  proposed  new 
highway  is  nearer  than  the  old,  and  is  for  that  reason,  and 
also  because  it  will  avoid  a  long  hill,  more  commodious  to 


the  public  than  the  old  highway  (see  701  to  720).  18th 
October. 

733.  Certificate  by  Rev  William  Adams  and  Charles  Soames,  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  that  the  following  roads  and  carriage- 
ways in  the  parish  of  Buckland  are  sufficiently  formed  and 
completed. 

1.  A  public  road  and  carriageway  commencing  at  a  point 
in  the  highway  which  leads  from  Barkway  to  Buckland, 
situated  in  the  western  boundary  of  the  parish  of  Barkway, 
and  thence  proceeding  over  Little  Field  in  a  south-westerly 
direction  along  the  south-east  side  of  an  allotment  to  George 
Rust,  and  thence  in  a  southwardly  direction  along  part  of 
the  west  side  of  an  allotment  to  William  Brooks,  and  thence 
in  a  south-westwardly  direction  along  the  north-west  side  of 
an  allotment  to  the  Countess  of  Mexborough,  to  a  point  in 
the  aforesaid  highway  situated  at  the  north-east  corner  of 
an  old  inclosure  called  "  Thirty-acres.'^ 

2.  A  public  road  and  carriageway  commencing  at  a  point 
in  the  aforesaid  highway  situate  at  the  south'  east  corner  of 
an  allotment  to  the  Rector  of  Buckland  (comprising  part  of 
an  old  inclosure  called  "  Eight-acres '')j  and  proceeding  in 
a  south-westwardly  direction  along  the  south-east  and  south 
sides  of  the  last-mentioned  allotment,  and  thence  in  a  west- 
wardly  direction  along  the  south  side  cf  the  remainder  of 
the  said  old  inclosure  called  "  Eight-acres  to  a  point 
situate  at  the  south-west  corner  of  the  old  inclosure  called 

Eight-acres.-" 

3.  A  public  road  and  carriageway  commencing  at  a  point 
in  the  aforesaid  highway  situate  at  the  north-west  corner  of 
an  old  inclosure  called  "Horse  Close,''  and  thence  proceed- 
ing in  a  southwardly  direction  along  part  of  the  west  side 
of  Horse  Close  "  to  a  point  in  the  highway  which  leads  out 
of  the  last-mentioned  highway  to  Buckland  Church  situated 
at  a  distance  of  66  yards  from  the  north-west  corner  of  the 
old  inclosure  called  "  Horse  Close." 

4.  A  public  road  and  carriageway,  commencing  at  a  point 
in  the  highway  which  leads  from  Wyddial  to  Chipping  in 
the  parish  of  Buckland,  situate  at  the  south-west  corner  of 
an  old  inclosure  called    Ten  Acre  Hill,"  and  thence  pro- 


cceding  over  Popsull  Field  ina  south-weetwardly,  westwardly, 
and  nortb-westwardly  direction,  along  the  boundary  of  the 
parish  of  Layston  to  a  point  in  the  last-mentioned  highway 
situate  at  the  south-east  corner  of  an  old  inclosure  called 
Hodner  Field." 

These  roads  have  been  set  out  by  Martin  Nockolds, 
valuer,  acting  in  the  matter  of  the  inclosure  of  certain  lands 
called  Popsull  Field,  Southwell  Common,  Chipping,  Mill 
Field,  Money  Field,  Further  Field,  Little  Field,  The 
Eighteen-acres,  Stockings  Corner,  and  Mare  Field,  with  the 
balks  and  strips  of  uncultivated  land  intermixed  therewith 
and  adjoining  thereto,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Buckland,  and 
in  pursuance  and  execution  of  the  powers  and  authorities  for 
that  purpose,  contained  in  the  Statute  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
facilitate  the  inclosure  and  improvement  of  commons  and 
lands  held  in  common,  the  exchange  of  lands,  and  the  divi- 
sion of  intermixed  lands,  and  to  provide  remedies  for 
defective  or  incomplete  executions,  and  for  the  non-execu- 
tion of  the  powers  of  general  and  local  inclosure  acts; 
and  to  provide  for  the  revival  of  such  powers  in  certain 
cases."  These  roads  are  made  of  the  width  required  by  the 
Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  laws 
relating  to  highways."    16th  September. 

736.  Eeport  of  the  chaplain  of  the  county  gaol,  giving  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  prisoners  as  751,  being  an  increase  of  20 
on  the  preceding  year. 

The  evening  school  has  been  regularly  kept  up,  and  well 
attended,  77  prisoners  having  been  admitted  during  the  year.

796.  Eeport  of  the  visiting  magistrates  of  the  Asylum,  that  the 
number  of  patients  has  exceeded  120  during  the  year ;  also 
that  contracts  have  been  made  for  the  new  buildings,  but 
the  work  has  not  been  begun.

898.  Account  of  the  following  bridges  repaired,  amounting  to 
£5S  2s.  8d.:— Hoddesdon  Bridge,  Hatfield,  Poplars  Green  (?) 
Welwyn,Wadesmill,  Braughing,  New  Bridge,  Gregg's  Bridge, 
Chipping,  Buntingford,  and  Ford  Bridge.  Octobej*. 
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1149.  Letter  from  the  Mayor  of  Hertford  to  the  Committee  of  the 
County  Justices,  calling  attention  to  the  state  of  disrepair  of 
the  Council  Chamber  in  the  Shire  Hall. 

The  Council  were  aware  that,  had  the  members  of  the 
Corporation  retained  to  themselves  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
room,  it  would  devolve  upon  themselves  to  do  the  necessary

The  meeting  then  resolved  :  "  That 
the  existing  asylum  is  inadequate  and  unfit  for  the  proper 
accommodation  of  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  united  counties 
and  Borough. 

That  it  appears  desirable  to  this  committee  that  a  new 
asylum  should  be  provided  on  a  new  site  in  lieu  of  the 
existing  asylum. 

That  any  question  that  should  arise  on  the  subject  of 
compensation  be  referred  to  arbitration. 
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That  it  is  desirable  the  proposed  new  site  should  be  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  in  a  central  position 
with  regard  to  the  three  counties. 

An  estimate  was  given  of  the  expenses  of  building  a  fit 
asylum  for  four  hundred  patients,  for  the  use  of  the  united 
counties  (under  the  great  increase  of  the  cost  of  building

£69,000,  including  the  probable  cost  of  150  acres  of  land  in 
a  central  situation  near  the  said  railway.

"  Amongst  the  felonies  of  a  grave  character,  two  prisoners 
have  been  committed  for  the  crime  of  murder,  the  one  tried 
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and  convicted,  the  other  still  awaiting  her  trial.  The  former 
is  the  notorious  foreigner,  as  it  is  supposed,  whose  case  has 
excited  so  much  public  interest  and  attention.  The  con- 
duct of  this  man,  who  has  maintained  an  unbroken  silence 
for  the  last  nine  months,  is  so  extraordinary  as  to  have  led 
some  people  to  entertain  serious  doubts  as  to  the  sanity  of 
his  mind.  For  myself,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  grounding 
my  opinion  mainly  on  the  deliberate  purpose  and  design 
manifested  in  his  actions,  that  this  strange  behaviour  is  to 
be  traced  to  the  morbid  influence  of  a  morose  and  sullen 
temper.  But  be  this  as  it  may,  I  cannot  possibly  regret, 
looking  at  the  very  doubtful  state  of  his  mental  and  moral 
condition,  that  in  his  case  the  uttermost  rigour  of  the  law 
was  not  suffered  to  take  effect.'^    17th  October.

720.  Report  of  the  committee  of  visitors  appointed  to  superintend 
the  building  and  erection  of  a  new  asylum  for  the  said 
counties,  who  state  that  they  entered  into  negociations  with 
several  persons  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  have  selected 
a  portion  of  an  estate  belonging  to  Mrs.  Catherine  Wilkinson, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Stotfold,  in  the  county  of  Bedford. 
This  consists  of  two  hundred  acres,  partly  freehold  and 
partly  copyhold,  and  they  have  obtained  it  for  the  sum  of 
£10,900.  The  committee  have  likewise  purchased  of  Mr. 
Joseph  King,  for  the  sum  of  £2890,  a  small  farm  of  about 
66  acres  in  the  parish  of  Arlesey,  in  the  county  of  Bedford, 
lying  between  the  land  bought  of  Mrs.  Wilkinson  and  the 
road  leading  from  Hitchin  to  Arlesey,  the  object  being  to 
obtain  a  ready  access  to  this  road,  as  well  as  to  afford  a 
communication  from  the  Arlesey  brick-yard  siding  con- 
nected with  the  Great  Northern  Railway.  The  committee 
have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  add  that  this  property, 
the  cost  of  which  will  average  about  £54  per  acre,  which 
does  not  in  any  respect  exceed  its  fair  value,  presents  every 
convenience  that  can  possibly  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  an  asylum — a  fine  gravelly  soil — a  proper  elevation  —a 
suitable  aspect — and  a  good  supply  of  water. 

The  conditional  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  the  above- 
mentioned  estates  have  been  signed  and  submitted  to  the 
commissioners  in  lunacy  as  directed  by  the  45th  section  of 
"  The  Lunatic  Asylum  Act,  1853,"  who  have  sanctioned  the 
same,  and  they  are  now  awaiting  the  approval  of  Sir  George 
Grey,  baronet,  one  of  Her  Majesty's  principle  secretaries  of 
state.  The  committee  have  had  plans  submitted  to  them 
by  Mr.  Hill,  medical  superintendent  of  the  North  and  East 
Ridings  Asylum,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  George  Fowler 
Jones,  of  the  City  of  York,  architect,  of  a  building  affording 
accommodation  for  500  patients,  which  met  with  their 
approval.    Upon  referring  these  plans  to  the  commissioners 
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in  lunacy  certain  alterations  were  suggeBted  by  them  in 
order  to  bring  the  arrangements  of  the  buildings  into  con- 
formity with  their  printed  regulations.  These  alterations, 
embracing  the  raising  of  the  central  building  to  a  third 
story,  enlarged  the  accommodation  beyond  the  amount 
provided  by  Mr.  Hills'  plans,  but  as  the  increased  accom- 
modation was  likely  to  be  obtained  at  a  comparatively  small 
increase  of  expense,  the  committee  have  thought  it  right  to 
assent  to  them. 

Mr.  Hill  and  Mr.  Jones  are  now  preparing  the  working 
plans  in  accordance  with  their  directions,  and  the  committee 
hope  in  the  course  of  the  summer  to  advertise  for  tenders.

4.  Petition  from  the  justices  of  the  peace  acting  in  and  for  the 
petty  sessional  division  of  Welwyn,  requesting  that  a  suffi- 
cient room  be  hired  for  the  holding  of  petty  sessions  ;  and 
that  the  expenses  attendant  be  paid  out  of  the  county  rate.

hampstead,  in  December  last,  has  been  rendered  unfit  to 
hold  his  situation,  and  who  has  consequently  resigned  his 
appointment.

387.  Letter  from  the  surveyor,  stating  that  the  county  bridges, 
with  the  exception  of  those  at  Watton  and  Standon,  are  in 
repair.  The  great  quantity  of  rain  which  fell  within  a 
short  period  of  time  in  October  last  caused  the  water  to 
accumulate  in  such  vast  bodies  as  to  destroy  a  portion  of 
the  bridge  at  Watton.  The  force  of  the  water  tore  up  the 
planking  and  the  foundations  at  the  south-west  angle,  part 
of  the  arch  and  parapet  gave  way,  and  several  hundred  toas 
of  gravel  were  forced  from  the  original  bed  and  driven  for  50 
yards  into  the  field  below  the  bridge,  leaving  a  large  hole 
at  least  lOft.  deep.  There  is  some  difficulty  with  the  foun- 
dations in  consequence  of  the  numerous  and  very  powerful 
springs  which  have  to  be  contended  with.  From  the  cause 
above  alluded  to  the  bridge  at  Standon  is  completely  de- 
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etroyed,  those  parts  which  remain  are  without  foundation, 
and  so  shaken  as  to  render  repair  impossible.  There  is 
no  alternative  but  to  entirely  reconstruct  it.  The  bridge 
which  I  propose  to  erect  is  one  of  cast  iron,  similar  in 
character  to  that  built  by  the  surveyor  at  Waltham,  and  as 
the  soil  is  bog  for  lift,  deep  it  will  be  the  cheapest  mode  of 
construction.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  about  d61,988.  The 
old  bridge  was  built  on  piles  and  planks  which  are  com- 
pletely decayed,  and  it  is  only  surprising  that  it  has  stood 
for  so  many  years.    April  5th. 

395.  Eeport  regarding  the  condition  and  suitability  of  the 
premises  now  used  as  a  lock-up  house  for  prisoners  at  Hemel 
Hempstead,  and  to  call  the  attention  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  to  the  total  unfitness  of  these  premises  for  the  pur- 
pose in  view. 

There  are  three  cells,  one  for  women  and  two  for  men. 
Their  respective  sizes  are  7ft.  5in.  x  7ft.  2in.,  and  7ft.  5in. 
high;  7ft.  2in.  X  6ft.  9in.,  and  7ft.  Sin.  high ;  7ft.  Oin.  X  5ft. 
9in.  and  6ft.  lOin.  high.  The  ventilation  is  very  imperfect 
owing  to  the  increased  number  of  prisoners  continually 
under  remand  ;  there  were  at  one  time  recently  four  priso- 
ners confined  in  the  smallest  of  these  cells  for  several 
days,  sleeping  in  a  bed  5ft.  9in.  long  by  2ft.  6in.  wide. 
There  is  no  proper  yard  in  which  prisoners  can  take  exer- 
cise. The  privy  is  often  most  offensive.  The  close  proxi- 
mity of  a  yard  for  killing  pigs,  and  of  a  horse  dung  heap, 
vitiates  the  air.    June  23rd.

Another 
takes  refuge  under  the  more  glaring  criminality  of  still 
greater  delinquents,  laying  the  flattering  unction  of  a  favour- 
able compassion  to  his  soul  and  reasoning  very  much  after 
the  fashion  of  the  self-righteous  Pharisee  of  old,  "  God,  I 
thank  thee  that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  &c.,  &c,"  Thus, 
the  thief  finds  abundant  self-complacency  in  reflecting  that 
he  is  not  a  murderer,  the  poacher  that  he  is  not  a  thief  (as 
he  will  seldom  confess  himself  to  be),  the  habitual  drunkard 
boasts  that  he  is  no  swearer,  the  brutual  husband  that  he 
is  a  hard  working  industrious  labourer  who  can  always  gain 
employment,  and  the  idle  rogue  and  vagabond  who  leaves 
his  wife  and  family  to  starve,  pleads  often  in  extenuation 
that  at  any  rate  he  is  never  guilty  of  acts  of  violence 
towards  them.  It  is  in  this  manner  that  notorious  offenders 
too  frequently  try  to  evade  the  force  of  conscience  and  the 
animadversions  of  their  spiritual  instructors,  by  imagining 
how  much  worse  they  might  be  than  they  really  are.  The 
chaplain  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  prevailing  sin  of  this 
age  and  nation  is  that  of  habitual  drunkenness,  and 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  great  national  bane  is  the 
the  impure  and  unholy  domestic  associations  of  the  sexes, 
the  inevitable  results  of  the  defective  state  of  lodging 
accommodation  amongst  the  great  majority  of  our  poor, 
more  especially  in  the  larger  towns.

Prisoners  who 
work  on  wheel  or  crank  may  go  to  bed  when  they  have  had 
supper,  others  may  not  go  till  7  o'clock. 

Prisoners  selected  by  the  chaplain  receive  instruction 
from  the  schoolmaster  in  the  schoolroom  in  the  daytime, 
and  are  taken  from  the  wheels  and  cranks  and  other  work 
for  that  purpose.

All  adult  male  prisoners,  except  ruptured  men  and  cripples, 
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those  over  sixty  and  under  fourteen,  and  others  exempted 
hy  written  order  of  the  prison  surgeon  on  medical  grounds, 
and  those  in  solitary  confinement  by  sentence  of  court,  shall 
work  out  their  sentences  of  court  on  the  treadwheel  or  cranks 
in  sliedp,  and  those  so  exempted  shall  work  at  picking  oakum 
by  taskwork,  or  at  making  mats  or  other  employment,  and 
shall  have  the  reduced  diet  prescribed  by  the  prison  dietary 
scale  for  prisoners  not  employed  at  hard  labour. 

Cooking,  cleaning  yards,  whitewashing,  and  chopping 
junk  and  firewood,  being  hard  work,  may  be  done  by  hard- 
labour  prisoners,  when  there  are  no  prisoners  who  are  not 
employed  at  hard  labour  capable  of  such  work. 

The  hours  for  working  on  wheels  and  cranks  shall  be 
from  6  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  except  during  the  winter  months, 
when  work  shall  commence  at  daybreak  (say  half-an-hour 
before  sunrise  as  per  scale  over)  and  continue  until  dusk. 
The  yards,  wheels,  and  crank  sheds  to  be  lighted  with  gas. 

Work  at  picking  oakum,  making  mats  or  other  employ- 
ment in  cells  shall  be  carried  on  until  8  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing. 

Hard-labour  prisoners,  selected  by  the  chaplain,  shall  be 
permitted  to  receive  elementary  instruction  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic  from  the  schoolmaster  in  their  re- 
spective cells  after  the  day's  work  on  wheel  or  crank. 

Prisoners  awaiting  trial,  and  others  who  are  in  their  cells 
during  the  day,  being  selected  by  the  chaplain,  may  be  in- 
structed by  the  schoolmaster  either  in  the  day  or  evening. 
On  Sundays  the  prisoners  rise  at  seven  o'clock ;  suppers  are 
served  at  six  o'clock,  and  prisoners  to  be  in  bed  by  seven 
o'clock.  Prisoners  not  to  be  compelled  to  sit  up  after  supper  ; 
lights  to  be  put  out  at  seven  o'clock,  or  earlier  if  prisoners 
go  to  bed  before  that  hour. 

The  use  of  hammocks  for  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard 
labour  to  be  discontinued,  and  straw  beds  upon  board  bed- 
steads to  be  used  instead. 

Neither  bed,  gas-light,  nor  fire  to  be  allowed  to  prisoners 
under  punishment  in  refractory  cells  unless  ordered  by  the 
surgeon.

Precautions  for  this  purpose  are  applicable  to  two  condi- 
tions : — 

1.  Where  a  military  guard  is  stationed.  In  this  case 
the  periods  of  relief,  the  distribution  of  the  force,  the  post- 
ing of  sentries,  the  piercing  of  loopholes  for  musketry, 
etc.,  must  depend  upon  the  judgment  of  the  military 
officer  in  commlind ;  the  division  of  supervision,  upon  the 
agreement  at  which  the  civil  and  military  authorities 
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may  jointly  arrive.  The  portions  of  the  prison  more 
immediately  entrusted  to  the  protection  of  the  military 
should  be  defined  and  distinguished. 

2.  Where  no  military  assistance  is  called  for,  or  where 
the  military  guard  is  kept  in  reserve.  In  this  case  the 
following  precautions  are  necessary  : — 

(1)  The  space  between  the  outer  gate  and  the  prison 
door  should  be  made  more  secure  by  the  addition  of  an 
innel:  open  iron  gate,  or  safety  gate,  as  it  is  usually  termed. 

(2)  A  door  of  iron  or  of  wood  plated  with  steel  should 
in  all  cases  be  placed  on  the  prison  side  of  the  governor's 
private  door  of  entrance. 

(3)  All  windows  giving  upon  points  without  the  prison 
walls  should  be  strongly  barred  internally,  and,  if  possible, 
provided  with  iron  shutters  readily  closed. 

(4)  The  drains  should  be  carefully  barred  in  different 
places,  and  examined  daily. 

(5)  The  prison  should  be  provided  with  reflecting  lamps 
and  tin  candlesticks,  kept  in  good  order  and  regularly 
inspected,  in  a  place  readily  accessible. 

(6)  The  interior  of  the  prison  should  invariably  be  kept 
securely  closed,  the  yards  or  spaces  intervening  within 
the  exterior  walls  being  regarded  as  altogether  outside  of 
the  prison  itself;  and  the  admission  of  strangers  into 
these  yards  or  spaces  without  a  written  order  should  be 
forbidden. 

(7)  Where  firearms  are  in  the  possession  of  the  prison 
authorities  they  should  be  kept  within  the  interior  prison, 
unless  actually  in  the  hands  of  officers  on  duty,  and  then 
should  be  loaded. 

(8)  In  case  of  an  actual  assault  being  apprehended,  and 
when  the  outer  grounds  of  the  prison  are  of  considerable 
size,  the  force  of  warders,  etc.,  should  be  kept  within  the 
prison,  and  those  without  be  withdrawn  to  the  interior  on 
the  first  alarm.  The  force  should  not  be  weakened  by 
patrols  without  the  external  walls,  but  should  be  told  off 
to  stations  from  which  all  points  between  those  walls  and 
the  prison  can  be  best  commanded. 

Letter  from  James  Fergusson,  Whitehall,  stating  that  the 
period  of  engagement  of  the  special  constables,  recently  sworn 
in,  having  in  many  cases  expired,  and  generally  being  about 
to  terminate,  he  is  directed  by  Mr.  Secretary  Hardy  to  inform 
the  authorities  that  he  considers  that  present  circumstances 
do  not  render  its  extension  necessary,  upon  general  grounds.

The  Wadesmill  Trust  have  from  time  to  time  repaired 
two  bridges  between  Hare  Street  and  Barkway,  for  the  last 
time  in  1858,  and  also  ten  or  twelve  culverts  ;  of  these, 
only  Waltham  Lane  bridge  requires  immediate  attention  ;

necessary  repairs  can  be  effected  within  a  cost  of  £5. 

At  Goldings  Bridge  the  storm  has  washed  away  a  portion 
of  the  road  approach  to  the  bridge  ;  the  repairs  can  be 
effected  within  a  cost  of  £40. 

Two  other  bridges,  Bedford  Bridge  and  Berkhampstead 
Bridge,  both  on  the  road  from  Bayford  to  Essendon,  have, 
the  surveyor  is  informed,  also  been  damaged  by  the  storm, 
but  he  does  not  anticipate  the  cost  of  the  repairs  will 
together  exceed  £dO. 

The  necessary  steps  have  been  taken  to  protect  the  public 
from  danger  until  instructions  have  been  given  to  carry  out 
the  works  and  repairs.  The  five  bridges  mentioned  are  in 
the  Hertford  petty  sessional  division.  The  surveyor  con- 
siders it  possible  that  other  bridges  may  have  been  damaged, 
of  which  he  has  not  yet  heard,  and  in  the  circumstances  he 
requests  the  court  to  authorise  an  expenditure  by  the  divi- 
sional justices  of  £500  or  £600.

contemplated  by  the  Act  of  1878,  that  one  half  of  the 
expense  of  maintaining  streets  in  towns  should  be  paid  out 
of  the  county  rate,  seeing  that  the  traffic  over  them  was,  in 
a  great  measure,  local.

Both 
parapets  have  disappeared,  the  south  end  of  the  bridge  for 
several  feet  has  fallen  down,  the  foundations  of  the  remain- 
der have  sunk,  and  the  whole  fabric  is  in  a  very  shaky  con- 
dition and  might  at  any  moment  give  way  under  heavy 
traffic.

With  regard  to  the  Chesham,  Boxmoor  and  Hemel  Hemp- 
stead Steam  Tramway  Bill,  the  company  have  obtained  an 
act  empowering  them  to  construct  certain  tramways  between 
Chesham  and  Boxmoor,  comprising  {inter  alia)  a  tramway 
along  a  short  length  of  the  main  road  at  Bourne  End  where 
the  line  will  cross  the  road  at  nearly  right  angles,  and 
another  length  from  the  south  end  of  the  railway  arch  over 
the  road  at  Boxmoor  to  Moor  End.  The  line  of  tramway 
from  the  Boxmoor  railway  station  to  Moor  End  will  pass 
over  the  Bulbourne  Bridge,  which  has  a  roadway  of  barely

under  the  Midland  bridge  (near  the  Heath  Park  Hotel), 
which  is  dangerously  narrow,  and  over  Moor  End  Bridge, 
which  has  a  roadway  only  15  feet  wide. 

The  promoters  now  seek  power  to  increase  the  gauge  of 
the  whole  length  of  tramway,  and  to  lay  a  double  line  of 
rails  for  ssme  distance  in  the  Lower  Marlowes,  Hemel  Hemp- 
stead, at  a  point  where  the  railway  bridge  passes  over  the 
road,  leaving  on  both  sides  a  less  width  than  9  feet  6  inches 
between  the  footpath  and  the  rail,  this  particular  length  of 
double  rails  is,  however,  just  beyond  where  the  main  road 
terminates.
